Machine-Readable Data Files (MRDF) 
That Are Education-Related 
To Be Announced in RIE 


Beginning with the January 1988 issue of Resources in Education (RIE), ERIC will 
include in RIE resumes of machine-readable data files (MRDF) that are education- 
related and that are accessible to the public. 


This represents the first time that non-print materials have been allowed in RIE. 
Data files are not documents and they are not available on microfiche or in paper copy 
form. Data file resumes will use the library convention of putting “MRDF” immediately 
after the title. The resume will state explicitly that the item being described is a data file 
and will provide information as to where it can be obtained or accessed. 


A new Publication Type code (102) has been developed to tag all data files and to 
permit searchers to easily isolate such records. (See the Publication Type Index under 
code 102 to review data files announced in this and future issues.) 


Significant, well-documented, publicly-available, education-related data files are 
not numerous and the quantity announced in RIE will amount to only a few per issue.

Organization of Journal: Resources in Education is made up of resumes and indexes. 
The resumes provide descriptions of each document and abstracts of their content. 
Resumes appear in a “Document Section” and are numbered sequentially by an 
accession number beginning with the prefix ED (ERIC Document). The indexes appear in 
an “Index Section” and provide access to the Resumes by Subject, Personal Author, 
Institution, and Publication Type. 


Availability of Documents: The documents cited in Resources in Education, except as 
noted, are available from the ERIC Document Reproduction Service (EDRS), in both 
microfiche (MF) and paper copy (PC), or microfiche only. Availability in microfiche only 
may be determined by the source, for proprietary or copyright reasons, or by ERIC for 
reasons related to legibility and reproducibility. The price per document is based on the 
number of pages and is subject to change over time. An ERIC Price Code Schedule 
permits the user to convert all price codes to actual dollar amounts. Current price 
information for documents, microfiche, and subscriptions to microfiche collections is to 
be found in the section entitled “How to Order ERIC Documents’ in the most recent issue 
of RIE.

Beyond the heuristic and theoretical 
concepts, the results of empirical research have sug- 
gested that metaphor is a potentially valuable tool 
for enhancing client involvement in counseling and 
facilitating adaptive change. A study was conducted 
which attempted to refine operational definitions 
for use by raters viewing tapes of counseling inter- 
views. A pretest-posttest group design was used in 
which training in the use of metaphors was the inde- 
pendent variable and the dependent variable was 
the number and duration of the metaphors and 
cliches established during the counseling session. 
Graduate students (N=11) served as interview- 
er-subjects: undergraduates (N =22) served as cli- 
ent-subjects. The results revealed that interrater 
reliability occurred as a result of the use of the defi- 
nition developed for metaphor. Those interviewers 
who were trained in the use of metaphor began to 
use it following their training, whereas prior to train- 
ing they had not used it at all. (Author/NB) 
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Teen Outreach is a school-based teenage preg- 

nancy prevention program designed to decrease the 

incidence of teenage pregnancy and to increase the 
number of at-risk teenagers ake successfully com- 
plete their high school education. Begun in 1981 in 

St. Louis, Missouri, Teen Outreach was imple- 

mented as a national replication study in 1983. 
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There are currently over 50 Teen Outreach pro- 
involving over 900 students in the United 
tates and Canada. Teen Outreach monitors its suc- 
cess by using five behaviors as outcome measures 
(failure, suspension, dropping out of school, preg- 
nancy, live birth). Each site completes common 
forms and recruits a comparison group of students. 
The results of the Teen Outreach evaluation in 
1984-85 showed significantly fewer pregnancies 
among its students than among the comparison 
group. Teen Outreach students were also 
cantly less likely to have failing grades in school 
than were compariosn students. Among students in 
the 1985-86 program, three significant advantages 
—— Outreach participants as 
with the comparison students: Teen Out- 
students had fewer pregnancies, fewer live 
births, and a lower dropout rate. In 2 years of the 
national replication effort, Teen Outreach has been 
able to show significantly fewer pregnancies among 
its participants than among comparison students, 
and a reduced school drop-out rate. This latter ad- 
vantage appears to persist even one year after expo- 
sure to the program. (NB)

The concept of “objectivity” suggests that facts 
are selected and constructed according to formal 
rules by professional journalists.

The similarity defies whether objectivity as- 
sumes the form of facts detached from values in the 
American case, or sociopolitical information in ac- 
cordance with “objective” historical laws in the So- 
viet counterpart.

One strategy for teaching persua- 
sive writing that has proven to be successful is a 
mapping exercise using a wheel-shaped blank out- 
line, which students fill in with main ideas and sup- 
porting information. Students begin by reading 
persuasive essays and mapping out their arguments, 
with main ideas forming the “hub” of the wheel 
outline and large supporting ideas forming the 
“spokes.” Peripheral ideas then radiate from the 
spokes.

A study examined coverage of Alger Hiss’s trial 
for spying for the Soviet Union in the conservative 
Los Angeles “Times” and Chicago “Tribune,” and 
the liberal Washington “Post” and New York 
“Times.” It was hypothesized that (1) the liberal 
newspapers would favor Hiss, especially in their edi- 
torials; (2) the conservative newspapers would sup- 
port Hiss’s accuser, Whittaker Chambers; (3) as 
evidence against Hiss mounted, the liberal newspa- 
pers would decrease their support for Hiss and ad- 
mit a grudging respect for Chambers’ testimony; 
and that (4) as the trial proceeded, the conservative 
newspapers would hear the deeper messages against 
U.S. and Soviet materialism that Chambers was 
presenting and would relay them to readers. Results 
of the content analysis showed that the conservative 
and liberal newspapers originally split on ideological 
grounds, but as the evidence against Hiss accumu- 
lated, the New York “Times” shifted its support to 
Chambers. Additionally, the Washington “Post,” 
after wavering in its support of Hiss in light of his 
perjury, resumed its hardline pro-Hiss stance, but 
the conservative newspapers, though they sup- 
ported Chambers on political grounds, did not sup- 
port his religious views, and d to lose i 
in him in their summations of the trial. Hence, the 
first two hypotheses were upheld, the third was 
partly upheld, and the fourth was not upheld. (Sev- 
enty-four notes are included.) (JC) 
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Recent history textbooks have conspicuously re- 
moved references to religion and religious publica- 
tions, providing a distorted view of and 
world history. One such neglected publication, the 
Boston “Recorder,” was founded by Nathaniel Wil- 
lis in 1816. A Christian newspaper, it was based on 
three principles: (1) to show theological truth; (2) to 
put out a concise newspaper, including “the earliest 
information of all such events as mankind usually 
deem important;” and (3) to build a circulation 
among churchgoers and nonchurchgoers alike. The 
editor’s interest in secular and religious information, 
peculiar for its day, was characterized by specific 
detail and sensationalist headlines that emphasized 
human sinfulness and dependence upon God for 
salvation. It reported natural disasters as retribution 
from heaven, and tended to focus on God’s power 
rather than that of humans. Despite the newspaper’s 
rapid growth, it was undercut by the development of 
the Transcendentalist movement, Christian social 
pessimism, and denominational in-fighting. Under a 
succession of new editors, the paper focused less on 
divine intervention in human affairs and the need 
for salvation, and more often reported people's abil- 
ity to help themselves. The advent of the penny 
press and steam driven printing presses finally 
forced the “Recorder” to merge with the “Puritan” 
and go out of business. Despite the paper’s obscu- 
rity, the “Recorder” and religious newspapers like it 
should be represented fairly in textbooks if they are 
to provide an accurate understanding of history.

United States President Ronald Reagan and So- 
viet leader Mikhail Gorbachev have strongly em- 
phasized in several speeches that their ultimate goal 
is peace between their respective nations. However, 
this apparent shared goal has not come about, 
largely because they lack a common understanding 
of the of peace. Both have stated that they 
wish for the elimination of all nuclear weapons some 
day, but Gorbachev contends that the United States 
disrupts chances for “fairness and equality” with 
plans for developing the Strategic Defense Initia- 
tive, or Star Wars defense system. Reagan believes 
that the Soviets interfere with peace initiatives by 
“interfering in regional conflicts,” such as Afghani- 
stan. Hence, their opinions of what will bring about 
peace are entirely different. More importantly, 
when Reagan discusses peace, he uses words such as 
honor, human dignity, faith, courage, and love-es- 

sentially, freedom from control. Gorbachev dis- 

cusses peace as freedom to control, to bail 
socialism, and tote at the American perspective of 
freedom as freedom from responsibility, and free- 
dom to exploit other nations economically. Finally, 
both contend they are working toward ieee, 
but the Soviet perception of democracy includes 
ideas of equal position and equal goods, while the 
American perception only includes the right to pur- 
sue such goods. Clearly, peaceful relations between 
the Soviets and the Americans cannot come about 
when the misunderstanding of such terms fosters 
distrust and suspicion.

The potential effects of California State Univer- 

sity’s (CSU) 1988 freshman admission requirements 

are evaluated in a CSU's report and in commentary 
on the report by the California Postsecondary Edu- 
cation Commission. Attention is directed to eight 
concerns expressed by the California Legislature re- 
garding the potential impact of the new course re- 
quirements. CSU's report responds to each of the 
eight items. The Commission's commentary quotes
